Detroit, Mich., July 27.—Chev- 
rolet production for July raised 
the total volume for the first 
seven months of this year to near- 
ly on a par with its entire output 
for 1926, in which year Chevrolet 
established an all-time production 
record for the manufacture of 
gear shift cars, according to fig- 
ures released today by the Chev- 
rolet Motor Company. 

Production for the month just 
ended totaicd 89,569 units, as against 
50,993 units for July, 1926, an in- 
crease of 75.65 per cent. This is per-

IN CINCINNATI 


Makes Only 12 
Show Increases 
During June 


By ROGER BURLINGAME 
INCINNATI,_ July 27.—Auto- 
motive conditions in Cincin- 
nati and county present. a unique 
situation in the fact that of forty- 
two makes of cars listed for regis- 
tration in the office of the county 
clerk only twelve showed increased 
sales during the month of June, 
while with the remaining thirty 
decreases ranged from 25 to more 
than 200 per cent. 


_ The greatest increase in registra- 

tions during the month was shown 
by Davis, while others, notably 
Chrysler, Essex, Marmon, Auburn, 
Franklin, Hupmobile, Reo, Pontiac, 
Stutz and Willys-Knight showed an 
increase ranging from 25 to 500 per 
cent. Peculiar in this connection is 
the fact that in only four of these 
cars were new models, or refine- 
ments on standard models, factors 
to which the increase can be at- 
tributed. 

Chevrolet took the lead in the 

number of cars sold, though some 
of the lesser known cars showed a 
much greater increase for the month 
insofar as percentages are concerned. 
Among the better known cars, Reo 
shows up strongly, with an increase 
of more than 100 per cent. in June, 
as compared with the same month 
& year ago, and the same virtually 
is true of Chrysler, Essex and Mar- 
mon. 
_ Chrysler occupies a unique posi- 
tion in the fact that during the first 
Six months of this year, Hamilton 
County sales show a gain of 100 per 
cent., despite the fact that most 
cars will show a decrease for the 
period. 

Although there was a percep- 
tible slowing up throughout the 
year, and particularly in June, 
dealers are not disheartened and 
see in a generally healthy busi- 
ness tone a bright outlook for the 
automobile industry during the 
fall and winter. 

Based on conditions for the first 
six months the consensus is that 
the total for the year will be con- 
siderably below that of 1926, 
though in individual cases the 
present year is expected to show 
an increased volume. 

J. W. Tarbill, president of the 
Cincinnati Dealers’ Association, and 
head of the Citizens Motor Car 
Company, Packard distributor, said, 
“Business, speaking generally, is be- 
low normal, though some cars are 
making great strides and will close 
the year with gratifying totals. Sales 
of cars that are showing increases, 
however, will not overcome the gen- 
eral decrease, and I look for 1927 to 
be below last year by a perceptible 
margin. 

“Our own business has been 
greatly handicapped by our inabil- 
ity to get cars. We could not get a 
car in June nor during the first fif- 
teen days in July. Since then, how- 
ever, they have been coming in in 
good volume, though we are over- 
sold, and this condition likely will 
continue with us for some time. 

“On account of the new car sit- 
uation we concentrated efforts on 
used cars and have enjoyed a splen- 
did business. Our used car inven- 
tory practically is cleaned out and 
we are in bettcr position in that re- 
gard than ever before.” 

J. I. Handley, president of the J. 
I. Handley Company, Chrysler dis- 
tributor, said :— 

“Our business for July is keeping 
up splendidly and bids fair to add to 
the enviable record made by Chrys- 
ler during the first six months this 
year. In spite of the fact that dur-

On Carolina Roads 


Greensboro, N. C., July 27.—An 
average of two and one-half gaso- 
line pumps dot every mile of Route 
10, which stretches from Morehead 
City to the Georgia line, ten miles 
west of Murphy, C. W. Roberts, 
vice-president of the Carolina 
Motor Club, announced today in 
commenting on data gathered 
during the “dawn to dusk” tour 
last week of R. T. Roughton of 
Old Fort and a representative of 
the motor club. 

“There were 1,469 pumps clocked 
along the route, which measured 587.4 
miles,” Mr. Roberts said. “But for 
the sparsely settled country in. the! 
far east and the mountain fastnesses 
between Asheville and Murphy the; 
average would have been much| 
higher. 

“The figures reveal that there 
is still considerable ‘cut-throat’ 
competition among the various 
gasoline distributors, and that the 
old practice of placing a pump in 
the immediate vicinity of a com- 
petitor is being carried out. It is 
also plain that even with the tre- 
mendous amount of travel in North 
Carolina today there is not enough 
gasoline business to make this 
number of pumps pay. This leads 
to illegitimate practices, and in 
many instances the pumps serve 
as mere blinds for transactions 
that would stir the sensibilities of | 
law-abiding citizens.

Ask the average expe- 
rienced car owner what 
he thinks of the jack that;

This is particularly true 
of the lower priced cars 
and of the jacks supplied 
with the older models. 
This is no reflection on 
the car manufacturer but 
on his purchasing agent. 
Too many items of equip- 
ment along the same line 
as jacks are not 100 per 
cent. efficient.

A good jack is not 
missed until its services 
are required.

DIRECTION 
INDICATORS 


Though the fact has not been uni- 
versally broadcast, one of the out- 
standing factors in car equipment 
during the past two years has been 
the increasing trend toward safety. 
It was through the growing demand 
for safe design and fitments that 
the public came to ask for and to 
buy four-wheel brakes, rear-view 
mirrors, tilt-ray headlights, im- 
proved bumpers, ditch and road 
lights, and a number of other ac- 
cessories that would have gone beg- 
ging in the 1920 market. 


e latest comer in this field is 
the direction indicator. You don’t 
see many of them, percentually 
speaking, but there are thousands 
and thousands in use, and while 
they are few enough in number to 
be noticed when installed on cars, 
they are numerous enough to show 
that there is a rapidly growing ten- 
dency toward more general adoption 
of this class of device. 


Direction indicators are designed 
to relieve the driver of the necessity 
wherein he is if he means to abide 
the law, to inform drivers following 
his car of his own intentions to slow 
up, stop or turn. Police and state 
regulations in many localities in 
clude a complete set of rules as i 
how the driver’s hand must give no- 
tice to other car operators what he 
is about to do; but in a great many 
cases they permit the use, in placc 
of the driver’s hand, of a mechani- 
cal device which does the sam¢ 
thing. Prices of direction indica- 
tors range from a little over $10 t 
$50 and upward. 

As to the general idea of usin: 
direction, indicators, this practice 
has grown rapidly in Europe during 
the past few years. It seems that 
people in general, and drivers in 
particular, while not nearly so skill- 
ful on an average in the matter of 
traffic driving and dodging, are 
keenly awake to the idea of keeping
